The Amendment would cut 
the number of State Represen- 
tatives by one-third and 
provide for their election from . 
single-member districts. , The 
number of . representatives 
would be reduced from 177 to 
118. they would be elected 
from 118 separate districts, 
created by dividing In half the 
present 59 House districts. 

This campaign is being 
waged by thousands of persons 
In an Independent, non-parti- 
san effort to give our citizens a 
representative government for 
the first time in history. 

For .more than 100 years, 
'Illinois has suffered under an 
archaic system of electing 
representaives from multi- 
member districts through 
cumulative voting. The. result 
has been a legislature that 
. does not reflect the will of the 
people, a legislature subject to 
' the influence of an unrepresen- 
tative minority, a legislature of 
"safe seats" so that the people 
are denied the right to hire and 
fire their representatives* 

A drastic change Is needed 
now to make the legislature 
responsible to -and accountable 
,to- the voters. The Amendment^ 
will accomplish just that. 

To place the Amendment on 
the 1974 election ballot, we 
need 400,000 signatures on 
petitions calling for a state- 
wide referendum.

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LIFE FOR THE ARTS 



All lire, It Is said, is based 
upon imitation. We do what we 
see others do, and thus 
knowledge is gained, traditions 
established, and • perhaps, - 
history repeated. 

Imitation - acting like 
another - then, is natural' to 
man. We all do it without 
thinking. 

When we do it with thinking, 
we are consciously "acting". 
We are called an "actor" (or 
"actress"- in the pre-liberation 
days). 

ASeen in this light, it is not so 
unusual that groups of people 
in almost every county in the 
United States get together to 
, "put on a play." Even greater 
'numbers of people come out to 
watch this bit of- conscious 
imitation of life. 

The story of Antioch's PM & 
L is basically the story of all 
such organizations. Yet,' this 
local band of thespians is 
unique in some ways. 

Take the name, for instance - 
Palette, Masque and Lyre. The 
purpose of the group goes 
beyond just putting on plays. 
PM & L is actually a 
not-for-profit corporation char- 
tered by the State of Illinois. 
Its purpose, as' stated in the 
original charter is - *'to 
promote the fine arts by 
producing plays, art exhibits, 
music concerts, . musical 
comedies, and instructing in 
the same." 

As a partial fulfillment of 
this goal, some sort of art 
exhibit* is planned in conjunc- 
tion with each dramatic 
production. 

In the' early days of PM & 
L's existence, there was a 
loose affiliation with the 
Antioch Art League; however, . 
the two groups have since gone 
their* separate ways. 

For the most part, however, 
the three fine arts - art, drama 
and music - still come together 
For PM & I, on the stage. Each 
play must have a set and 
costumes of some kind, which 
provide creative outlets for the 
artistic. Several of the dramas 
given each season are musi- 
cals, requiring both singers 
and Instrumentalists. '- 

Ken Smouse; one of the first 
organizers of the corporation 
still very active in it, points out 
a very practical reason for the 
group's major emphasis oh 
drama, with but a touch of art 
and music. "We have , to 
always go back and capitalize 
on the fact that . the drama 
aspect carries- the group 
. financially." 
' Drama has been the main 
stay of PM & L for all or Us 12 
.years. The fact that the 
organization has lasted this 
long is, in itself, somewhat 



unique. 

Says Ken Smouse: "The 
miracle is that we're still, in 
existence after 12 years. So. 
many groups come and go." 

To what does he- attribute 
PM & L's longevity? 

"Part of our success has 
been in keeping on a strict 
budget, not going in for 
elaborate sets, trying to re-use 
as much as possible/' 

In 1960, when 12 Antioch area 
people; decided to "put on .a 
play," they .each contributed 
$10 to get the idea off the 
ground. 

The play chosen was "The 
Tender Trap." It cost $290 to 
mount the production, and 
ticket sales brought in $280. 
The $10 loss was covered from 
the founders' original invest- 
ment, leaving something to 
begin preparations for another 
effort to coincide with the Civil 
War Centennial. 

PM & L's first home was the 
Antioch High School. After 
three years there, the group 
was offered an opportunity to 
rent their own permanent 
home in the old Lakes Theatre 
building on Main Street at the 
north end of downtown An- 
tioch. With the exception of one 
year at the Antioch Country 
Club and a brief return to the 
high school, plays have been 
mounted in the building - now 
called the PM & L theatre - 
since l%:». 

The 13th Season is how 
beginning. Already that na- 
tural urge toward imitation 
has brought some 15 or 20 
people together to work on a 
particular "slice of life" called 
"The Solid Gold Cadillac." It 
will be the, first of four 
offerings in Season 13. 

Not only do these people 
personally enjoy their con- 
scious efforts at acting, they 
feel that they fill a need in the 
community; 

"We have about 500 season 
ticket holders from all over 
northeast Illinois and southeast 
Wisconsin, says Ken Smouse. 
"Some come from as far, aWay 
as Chicago. The fact that we 
have that many indicates to 
me that we're wanted." 

Ken's wife, Betty, adds that 
season tickets are still avail- 
able. As a matter .of fact, if 
they are purchased before 
October 15, they cost only $8 
for all four plays. After the 
15th, the price goes up to $0. 
(PM & L's address is P.O. Box 
23, Antioch.) This represents a 
real bargain, according to 
publicity • director Hank 
Apostal. If tickets for each 
production are bought individu- 
ally at the door,, the total cost 
would be $10.50: 
Is it all worth it?

It Is also the opinion of the 
NIPC staff that an interceptor 
sewer be constructed "from a 
point generally south of Grass 
Lake, extending in a northeast- 
erly direction, to the vicinity of 
Illinois Highway 59." At that 
point, it would join a larger 
interceptor running down 
Route 59 to Fox Lake. 
Currently, LCDPW does not 
have plans for. an interceptor 
in this area. Such a sewer, 
would service the many 
developed areas off of Grass 
Lake Road. - . 

Since there was no opposition 
voiced to these proposals at the 
Fox Lake hearing, the chances 
appear strong that they will

Of course that is only one 
reason for this dread fbrebod- 
. ing as we approach the festive 
elective season. 1974 also 
means that those of us who run 
elections— must--rally — our... 
powers of extra-sensory per- 
ception and bring them to bear 
on the projected activities of 
the Legislature. 

For instance, the General 
Assembly passed a bill last 
session which would permit 
County Boards the option of 
consolidating their own County 
Board Primary and General 
Elections (now scheduled for 
February 12 and April 2, 1974) 
with the County State and 
National Primary and General 
Elections (scheduled for 
March 19 and November 5). 
The Governor has used his 
amendatory veto - a whole new 
and fascinating concept - to 
urge the General Assembly to 
remove the option from .this 
bill - and make the consolida- 
tion mandatory. Each county- 
wide election in Lake County in 
1974 is going to cost, our 
beleaguered taxpayers ap- 
proximately $90,000; so by 
mandating this consolidation 
the Governor and the General 
Assembly, if they concur, will 
save Lake County one half of 
its Elections expenditure. 

So far so good. There are 
three possibilities , now: if a 
majority of the legislators 
agrees with the Governor, the 
County Board Primary will be 
held on March 19th and the 
election on November 5th. 
There will be no election in 
February or April. 

If a majority does hot agree, 
the bill will be considered as 
any other vetoed bill- i.e., it 
will require the vote of 3/5 of 
the members of each house to 
override the veto. If that 
Should happen, the original bill 
would be restored and consoli- 
dation of the elections would be 
optional - a decision to be 
made by each County Board. 

If a majority does not agree 
with the Governor - and if 3 5 
of the legislators do not choose 
to. override the veto - Lake 
County and every other Illinois 



county under township form of 
government will conduct and 
pay for four elections in 1974. . 
The Legislature is re-con- 
vening in special session . on 
October 15th to deal with this 
and other similarly vetoed 
bills. Because the filing dates 
.for the County Board Primary 
- if it is to be held on February 
12th - are November 5 through 
12, t here will b e considerable 
pressure to get an answer~ 
almost any answer - from the 
Legislature. The facts of 
political life are not always 
simple and those members of 
the Lake County Board con- 
sidering reelection in 1974. are 
faced with *& number of 
imponderables. For instance: 

Board Member X, a Republi- 
can in a swing (equally 
divided) District/might file as 
an Independent or part of a 
new-party slate . in this year of 
the Watergate if the Elections 
are to be held apart from the 
County, State and National 
Elections. He would then 
attract the votes of Indepen- 
dents and some Democratic 
friends. If he is running with 
the state- ticket however, in 
March and November, he will 
for sure want to file as a 
Republican to get. the benefit of 
those straight party votes 
(38,389 Republicans in Novem- 
ber *72). On the other hand, a 
Democrat in a Republican 
District who has always run as 
an Independent will be appre- 
hensive about his chance for 
survival without the backing of 
either party when he. is at the 
bottom of a long national 
election ballot. 

.a And our candidate, is going to 
have to make this decision 
before he can start circulating 
his petitions - which are due, 
signed, in the County Clerk's 
office the week of November 
5th. It's, a real political 
conundrum. 
And I may take up snuff,. . .

WARM AGAINST 
PHONEY INSPECTORS 

Attorney General William J. 
Scott today warned Illinois 
homeowners to be on guard 
against chimney and furnace 
repair ' cheats who pose as 
some kind of pollution "inspec- x 
tors." "Insist that any such 
'inspectors' show official iden- 
tification or check them out 
with local officials," Scott 
cautioned. 

An "inspector" - who just 
happens to be in the neighbor- 
hood - advises the homeowner 
that the smoke emission from 
his chimney appears to be in 
violation of the state antipollu- 
tion laws or, in another ploy, 
that "city records indicate past 
smoke complaints from neigh- 
bors" and the inspector is 
there to see if the homeowner 
has corrected the problem. The 
phony "inspector" will recom- - 
mend a "professional" exami- 
nation of both the chimneys 
and furnace unit and offers to 
put the homeowner in contact 
with such a specialist. The 
"specialist," of course, is the 
"inspector's" partner in the 
scheme. 

Scott said the best way to 
avoid such pitfalls is to deal 
with local furnace repair firms 
and heating contractors. Itiner- 
ant crews are unknown factors 
and their promises mean 
nothing after they leave town., 

Scott said Illinoisans who are 
victimized by such schemes 
should contact the. Attorney 
General's Consumer Protection 
Division, 134 N. LaSalle St., 
Chicago, 111., 60601.
